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The University Galleries were erected 
partly from a legacy bequeathed byDr. Francis 
Randolph, for the purpose of providing a 
suitable building for the reception of the 
Pomfret Statues, and such other works of 
Art as might beconae the property of the 
University ; but principally from monies 
furnished from the funds of the University. 
The Architect was C. R» Cockerell, Esq. 
D.C.L. They comprise Galleries for Ancient 
and Modem Sculpture, including the Original 
Models for the principal works of the late 
Sir Francis Chantrey, presented by his Widow ; 
rooms containing the Original Drawings of 
Michael Angelo and Raffaelle, purchased 
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by subscription ; and one large and lofij 
Gallery for Paintings.

Ascending the Great Staircase, which 
bounds the University Galleries on the east, 
the Visitor is led to the Picture Galleries. The 
Frieze introduced above in this Staircase are 
casts of the celebrated Phygalean Marbles, 
now in the British Museum, representing 
the Battles of the Centaurs and Jiapithae, 
and of the Athenians and Amazons. 

The Colossal Head i« a Cast from one of 
the Figures holding Horses on Monte Ca- 
vallo. 

There is also a Cast of the Venus Celeste. 

This floor contains an Ante-Room for 
Paintings. A fire-proof Gallery, 7Q feet 
long, by 28 wide ; in which are deposited 
the Original Drawings by Raffaelle and 
Michael Angelo, purchased by Subscription; 
toward which the present Earl of Eldon 
contributed the munificent sum of four 
thousand one hundred and five pounds. 
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They consist of about 87 Drawings by 

Michael Angelo, and 190 by Rafiaelle; a 

much larger number than exists in any single 

Gallery in the world.

Ninety-six feet long by twenty-eight wide, 
contains Copies by Cooke^ of Raphael's 
celebrated Cartoons, (or coloured Drawings 
on paper,) at Hampton Court; they were 
presented to the University by John, Duke 
of Marlborough.

•» Sapposed to be the work of Julio Romano^ The 
sahject is andoubtedly that of Philosophy in general ; in 
which are brought together, with a Painter's licence, the 
Philosophers and Mathematicians of various ages. The 
divine Plato is denoted by his pointing upward to heaven, 
and holding his Dialogue '^ Timseus" under his arm ; as 
is Aristotle, by supporting on his knee his Book of" Ethics.'^ 
These two, whose doctrines v^ere more regarded in the 
time of Kafifaelle than those of any other Philosophers, are 
the principal Figures. Zoroastres, King of the Bactrians, 
holding a terrestrial globe, is known by his radiated crown, 
who is attended by Archimedes, the great Mathematician 
of Sicily, with his famous celestial sphere in his hand. 
Socrates is convincing his favourite pupil Alcibiades with a 
demonstrative argument. Pythagoras is writing down his 
Harmonic Unions. Euclid is drawing on a slate a 
Hexagon formed of two Equilateral Triangles; and

Vasari says, that the Figure which is stooping and 
drawing with the compasses is a Portrait of Bramante the 
Architect. The handsome youth who inclines his head and 
opens his hands with admiration is Frederick II. Duke of 
Mantua, and that in the young man behind Zoroastres of a 
modest aspect, accompanied with a pleasing and graceful 
air, Kaffaelle drew himself; and next to him his master, 
Pietro Perugino ; the young man in a white robe behind 
Pythagoras represents Francesco Maria della Kovere, 
Duke of Urbino, and nephew of Julius II. who is shewn 
writing in a book supported on the base of a column, and 
crowned with oak leaves.
